Oar few minutes chat with the Colonel {writes

tion of Ibe regeneration of India, and a wise 
recaprition of the dirScnltics which have to be 
faced triucb, taking him to be a typical instance, 
argues well for the leadership of The Army and 
tuebestalilization of its forces in that great Iznd. 

Daring the course of his long experience in 
India, we gathered, tbe Colonel has Lad com- 
aanilof four Territories— Sooth India, to which 
ht is now reappointed — C*>'.on, Madras and 
Ttlupij and Gujcrat and Western India. 

In 1694, when the Colonel vras previously in 
Sooth India, a gr«t Seal-Saving Awakening 
look place After he had been there a year or 
tffo, what i3 known as a "Doom March" was 
organiud. All ihe Officers who conld be mus- 
tered were marched into a selected, village for 
Biettiags in the evening after (be people nad fin- 
iilwd thdr work, had their food, and were pre- 
pared to slay any 1'ji^tU oi time to listen to the 
issare of tbe strange "invaders." 

In some instances the visit to a village tfo^Id 
it upon the invitation of the headman, the 
people desiring to be taught the truths of Salva- 
tion aad to become CUrisOass, In one night two 
jacla villages, tthich up till then had been entirely 
ieitlteu, «tee over bodily to The Salvation 
Arm/. Iq about a fortni^st tt&o thousand con- 
tciIi were made. 

A Faj'-ReffiE^bg-Werik

has asked me to co and take it over again— and,'' 
the Colonel's eyes sparkled as be spoke, "there is 
nothing in the world I would rather do." 

"What about your own health, Colonel?" 

"It has been remarkably good, and I am going 
back feeling almost as strong as when I first 
started." 

Here we had an interesting interlude on the 
subject of health in India, The Colonel, who 
it will be recognized speaks with authority, said 
ihat provided there was no constitutional weak- 
ness, and particularly no disposition Lo stomach 
trouble, and if certain simple rules were strictly 
adhered to, persons going to India as Salvation 
Army Officers might cvpect to be as free from 
physical ills there as in any other country. 

"One rather striking incident," he satd, 
"occurs to my mind which shows the path of 
dnty to be the path of safety. When my orders 
came lo go to India there was stationed with me 
a bright young Lieutenant. It looked as if by 
going abroad I was going to take all the risks 
while he at home would be in safety, Imt a few 
months later he was so injured in a riot that lie 
died. After thirty years in India I am alive and 

well." 

Dependant Upon Seu>DeruaJ 

Mention of Sclf'Dcniat showed wc had struck 
another theme of *j<cci;il interest to the Colonel. 
"Yes," he said, "the work in Indi.i is very 
largely dependant ufioo Self- Denial Sdi- 
SUpport is insisted upon as far :is ir is possible, 
but it st, n nds to rc;i5on th.it a people who are 
first oi all non-Christian will uot support an 
aggressive movement ngninst thdr own religion. 
Our own people give all they po«ib!y can. At the 
Harvest Season ihcy ffivc a litiiq c*trn and they 
subscribe liberally so far as their means allow. 
The position is: — 

"(t) Self-support is aimed at; 
"(2) But there is a wide margin between 
what can be obtained on the ground 
and tbe cast of the erection of build- 
ings, the provision and maintenance of 
Hospitals and Dispensaries, Industrial 
Schools, the Training 01" Officers, and 
turopean oversight; 
"(3) The money spent brings an abundant 
rctuTn in the saving and lipliiting of the 
people and the extension of God's 
Kingdom. 
"I know," continued tbe ColoncF, "of no branch 
of work which gives such large results for the 
money and time expended. 

"We touch the heart of India by our methods 
— our plan of adapting ourselves lo the people 
his in every sense been a success. There have 
been modifications here and there as experience 
has. been gained; but the principles upon which 
wc began bave been adhered to. Far instance, 



to live exactly ag the poorer natives live is nol; 
practicable to married European Officers with 1 
children, whatever may be possible for strong 
single men and women, and there bas been some 
modification to meet their needs, so as to enable 
them to live happily and preserve good health. 

"It is worthy of note that the founders of all 
Eastern religions have adopted poverty and self- 
dental, Buddha left his palace and luxury attd 
became a beggar. No religion appeals to the 
Eastern mind that docs not manifest self-dciual, M 
Great Need for Officers 

"Are Officers wanted in India?" 

"There is no doubt about the need of Officers. 
There is no question as to the greatness of the 
opportunity — the population is enormous and 
whatever may be the attitude of the higher castes 
and Mohammedans, there are seventy millions of 
people who are immediately approachable and 
who might be converted to Christianity if we 
had the men and the means to lake the Light to 
them. Canada ought, I think, to provide some 
more people." 

"Who urc wanted?" 

"The best class of people would be men of 
women between twenty and thirty, who have an 
intelligent knowledge of (he needs of the Mission 
Field, and preferably those who have bad somo 
education, or natural aptitude, which wotdd en- 
able t h cm to readily learn a new language. Any 
people thinking of service on the Indian Field 
should lake every opportunity of obtaining 
knowledge of what they would lie going to be- 
fore they get there, Service in India ia not a 
comiimnl wandering nbont in fairy glens on 
moonlight nights, nor eating delicious fruits 
under the cool shadow of graceful palm trees alt 
the lime — it is hard work and demands self- 
sacrifice and devotion But it has glorious 
rewards 111 the Salvation of souls." 

Pleasant Memories of Canada 

"How have you been treated in Canada?* 1 
"We have been overwhelmed with the kindness 
lhat has been shown to us, and we shall carry 
away the plcasatUcst memories of our journey 
through Ibis land.

About three years ago, Mr. Nee- 
lands with two men, cut the first 
tree" and cleared the first brush 
wood Now about £000 acres are 
cleared, Some of the land has splen- 
did lumber wood. Some of this has 
been cut, floated down the river to 
their own mills, and cut into lum- 
ber and shingles and nwd to build 
their own bnQdings; other parts 
provide the firing. Not one lump 
of coal has erer been on ,the place. 
All fnel for the machinery and for 
heating- purposes is supplied from its 
own woodland?. The taw lands pro- 
xide hay for winter feeding of the 
cattle. 

At the present time there are 221 
head of cattle, 270 sheep and 35 
horses, ^Each year hundreds of gal- 
knis of fruit arc canned and pre- 
served. Then lb ere is a maple 
gTOTe, and when I was there 500 
trees were tapped. The woodlands 
provide game; the waters fish. A 
certain part of the grounds are cul- 
tivated for vegetables. 

A Good System 
Tie system of government is 
splendid. Every man <> a arriving is 
"registered, and every detail connect- 
ed with him placed on record. The 
next step is to fit him in where he 
can render the best service during 
hi* stay. The men are divided up 
in gangs. There are two school 
gangs; one for the morning session 
and the other for the afternoon. 
The school is noder the tutorship 
of Mr. Finley Spencer, former teach- 
er of the Okl Central Prison of To- 
ronto. There is the laundry gang, 
kitchen gang, dining room men, 
hasdy mas. tradesman or mechanic, 
ham men, trusty for driving, and 
ibe balance left after all depart- 
ment^ ore: supplied are put out on 
Use Eand, under guards.

ishness which has caused him to be 
denied these privileges. 

If a man should get away and be 
recaptured, he is given a chance to 
have the additional sentence given 
him cancelled. Good behaviour for 
the remainder of the time wiU ef- 
fect this. 

Every man is allowed a certain 
gratuity on discharge. He does not 
start out to face the world penni- 
less* 

Now I must speak of The Army's 
work. Captain George Pryde, who 
some years ago came from the 
police force into the Salvation Anny 
and offered himself as a Social Offi- 
cer, has with hfs wife been appointed 
to Sudbury for the purpose of be- 
ing in close touch with this Re- 
formatory. Supported by the Sup- 
erintendent and all his staff, the 
Captain labours faithfully week 
after week, put line forth every ef- 
fort to bless and help these men to 
reinstate themselves. His labour is 
not all in vain. It is wonderfully 
touching to sec the confidence and 
trust the men place in him. He has 
well earned the name of not only 
"Prison Parson," but "Father in 
Israel." 

My Sunday with them will ever 
be a pleasant memory. On the fol- 
lowing morning we drove back to 
No. 1 for a meeting. Here we were 
joined by Mrs. Pryde* The spirit 
of welcome and deep appreciation 
on the part of the men seemed to 
demand the best in one to meet their 
need. 

A splendid little orchestra has 
been organized at No. If Camp, and 
makes everything as bright and 
helpful as possible. It was allowed 
to come uown a to No, I for the 
morning, returning to No. If for the 
afternoon. The orchestra is com- 
posed of inmates, with the except- 
ion of one guard, who plays the 
mandolin. 

The afternoon meeting was held 
at No. II. The long Hall was 
packed, and the sincere interest, 
profound respect, and reverence for 
God and the higher things, made 
one's very sou] cry out to God for 
patience and wisdom-- in winning 
these men for Him. 

Meeting for Guards 

The night meeting took an un- 
usual form. It was the 6rst of its 
kind I have ever been asked to con- 
duct, but it had been arranged that 
the evening service be for the 
guards and Officials with* their 
families at No. I. As I have said, 
there is oply one house bere. As 
Mrs. Tai( was six miles away she 
attended the morning service at her 
Camp.

'Have you never 
considered that perhaps it is your 
own bad conduct which has played 
on her nerves? 1 I said. And SO 
little by little f got him to sec that 
perhaps he was as much to blame 
as his wife. Then I saw the woman. 
"Can you part from him SO cosy?' 
I asked, 'is it not possible to over- 
look his faults?' 

"Before I left the hnnse the two 
had promised to have another try 
at getting on together. They are 
much happier now and the children 
attend the Army Company Meeting. 
All that is needed in most cases of 
this description is a little tact and 
sympathy, before the breach be- 
comes too wide."

In the matter of fighting typhoid 
fcTcr several devices arc used, the 
most effective being inoculation. 
Water for drinking and cooking ts 
also very carefully sterilized; food 
is protected in every way possible, 
and warfare is constantly waged 
against flies. Mosquitoes and fleas 
convey riJalaria, but this trouble is 
col a serious one on the Western 
front. Trench fever, however, is 
very common, and, while not a fatal 
disease, it incapacitates a man for 
several weeks.

REDUCING FOOD HOARDS 

IT is stated by the Canada Food 
Board that the new anti-waste and 
anti-hoarding orders made by the 
Board have been responsible, in 
part at least, for a large reduction in 
the surplus of apples and potatoes 
in Canada.

Dr. Schroedcr, chief of the bureau 
of animal industry of the United 
States, finds that when cheese is 
st&rcd, the dangerous orgaiiisnis 
are not found after a definite length.
